Within (he next 
two 
weeks the 
question of the validity of the city or- 
dinance providing for the licensing of 
canines will ho passed upon by Judge 
Harry L. Maxfield, anil while awaiting 
the verdict dog owners will be in a 
state of "breathless suspense." 
For over an hour Friday afternoon 
City Attorney W. H. Dougherty and 
Attorney Fred Burpee argued-the dog 
license -question before the court in 
the case brought by the city against 
George McLean, who is'charged with 
keeping a dog without a license tag. 
At. the conclusion Judge Maxfield an-' 
nounced that.the decision would be 
forthcoming at the end of two weeks. 
Meanwhile Chief of Police Cham- 
pion1 has a half 
dozen 
complaints 
ready to file against other dog owners 
for not obtaining a license after being 
notified, and over five hundred who 
purchased tags this year 
and 
over 
seven hundred who bought tags in 
compliance with the ordinance last 
year are anxiously waiting the decis- 
ion. 
If the court holds that the ordi- 
nance is invalid it will mean that the 
money will have to be refunded with- 
out the irdinance is upheld t>y it higher 
court. 


Attorney Burpee brought out the 
defense of Mc.Lean in a lengthy argu- 
ment In which the decisions of higher 
courts played a prominent part. 
It 
was argued tiiat while the city was 
licensing dogs under the city charter, 
tlifira was no statute authorizing such 
legislation.

HELPFUL HINTS. 


When installing tire chains it 
is not advisable to have them 
too tight.

Britiih Headquarters, Prance, July 


10.— "How are the turrets? Still hold- 
ing out?" they ask up and down the 
line of any one who has come from 
Ypres. Everybody has a tender per- 
sonal interest in the turrets of the 
old Cloth Hall which deepens- with 
each day that they 
survive in defi- 
ance of the German gunners 'above 
the wreckage 
wrought by German 
shells. 


People are still living in Rheims 
and Louvain, but Ypres is absolute- 
ly a dead city: dead 
as 
Pompei: 
dead as a deserted mining camp In 
Alaska. No face appears In any 5oor 
or window that can still be called n 
door or window: no figures are seen 
moving through the 
smell holes in 
walls that are still standing. 
Before the war Ypres had 
some 
eighteen thousand Inhabitants. Now 
it has not a single one. No one is 
habitag an 


ble. 
The 
only signs of life 


gas 
ith 


except occasional soldiers coming out 
and 
going to the 
lines are cats 
grown wild which become streaks ot 
fur disappearing among the ruins of 
their former homes. 
The Cathedral 
which stands back 
of the Cloth Hall was a noble edifice 
no doubt, but there are a great many 
cathedrals in Europe. 
The Cloth 
Hall is unique: the best of its kind. 
Anyone who ever law it always re- 
membered its turrets. Different con- 
querors of Ypres put her women and 
children to the sword but no one had 
even harmed the old Cloth Hall be- 
yond taking away a few statues. 
Last -"February perhaps four or five 
thousand people remained in Ypres. 
They were going and coming about 
the streets as 
usual keeping their 
shops open and doing what business 
they could at 
the 
old stand. A 
visitor could get a meal In a restau- 
rant or have his shoes cobbled. Only 
one house in the big square had been 
hit. Its roofs dropped over the edges 
of a copper section which hail been 
torn out of the main floor. 


On The Cloth Hall. 
The Germans 
threw in occasional 
shells mostly directed, at the Cathe- 
dral with some of the misses bound 
to hit the Cloth Hall. 
Restoration 
work which age 
required had just 
been finished on the Cloth Hall before 
the war besan. The people paid for 
this in their civic pride and let otlit- 
civic improvements wait. 
For 
the 
Cloth Hall gave Ypres a civic distinc- 
tion. It was the historical soul of 
Ypres. The old frescoes on its walls 
told 
the 
city's 
earl}' 
history. It 
meant to Ypres quite as much in its 
way as Westminster Abbey to London 
or Fanigul Hall to 
Boston. Every 
man or woman born in Ypres 
had 
been brought up to tell the time tf 
day by the raised gilt figures of the 
old golden clock face. 


By February the people's sense ot 
horror was exhausted. 
Destruction 
of things sacred to them had become 
routine. 
When they heard another 
explosion and word was passed that 
the Germans had scored another hi: 
they went around to the 
Grande 
Place to see if the turrets and the 
gilt clock face were still unharmed. 
And they said: "The Cloth Hall 
still can be restored" — these stubborn 
Flemish who would not let shell fire 
drive them away from their old town. 
The .next 
time The Associated 
Press correspondent went to 
Ypreu 
there was not a -single house left on 
the Grande Place that resembled 
a 
house any more 
than a rubber bag 
with the gas out ot it resembles 
a 
baloon. In the second battle of Ypres 
when the Germans had another try 
for the Channel ports the sensation 
of their attack with asphyxiating 
overshadowed what they 
did w 
their guns. Heretofore their practice 
on Ypres had been comparatively 
teasing playfulness. " This time they 
went at the Job of destruction syste- 
matically; jumping 
from one space 
on the checkerboard to another they 
smashed Ypres section by section. 
Wholesale Death. 
As they meant 
to take the town 
this 
seemed 
poor 
policy for they 
would find no roofs for shelter when 
they moved in. But their object was 
confusion for British 
reinforcements 
burring up along roads crowded with 
refugees: wholesale death for men in 
billets in town and destruction 
and 
delay for supplies and munitions com- 
ing through the streets. 
This was 
excellent theory which did not work 
out in practice. 
The British 
were 
not billeting troops to any extent in 
Ypres and you could count the num- 
ber of army wagons hit on the fingers 
of one hand. One shell in the British 
trenches accomplished more than ten 
into Ypres. The main 
result was 
that the homes and offices and cafes 
of eighteen thousand people were de- 
stroyed. 


Work of Big Gun*. 
The 42-centimeter (17 inch mortar) 
had its part In the work. 
When a 
seventeen-inch shell struck a house 
the remains of the building not dis- 
tributed on the pavement were In an 
enlarged cellar. Debris ' in the streets 
still remains where- it fell. There Is 
no purpose in cleaning 'it up in an 
uninhabited town. Paving stones are 
scattered about from the explosion of 
a seventeen-inch sbell which struck 
in the center of the 
Grande Place 
and made a crater about Ifteen feet 
across and ten feet deep. This two 
thousand pounds of steel and powder 
did not kill anybody so far as could 
be learned. It would not take a 
paving gang long to make repairs. 
Another which 
could 
have brought 
down a cathedral tower, dug a still 
larger crater in the soft earth of the 
cathedral grounds. 
Big shells or 
little shells, they do -not count unless 
they hit. -On the principle- that light- 
ning never strikes twice m-the same 
place probably the safest cover you 
could find in case of another 
bom- 
bardment would seem as bootless as 
falling last years straw or kicking a 
dead 
dog. However the 
Germans 
keep on throwing 
sheila into the 
wreckage at Intervals as It they 
could never be satisfied that they had 
properly finished the job of chaos. 
Every standing wall was chipped with 
shrapnel. If there was a house which' 
looked from the outside as if it were 
unhit. it would be found that it bad 
been eviscerated by a shell througn 
the roof. 
Yet only one of the figures if that 
golden clockface had been bent and 
three out of the four turrets hold 
their place vmtouched in relief against 
a genial afternoon sun of June above 
the desolation of that dead city. 
"Well, what do you thick, of Ypres, 
as a place of residence?" asked an 
officer who rode by.
